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NOTES AND COM MENTS 

J7VER onward and upward is the ambition of most normal 
people, recalling the “lad who bore ’mid snow and ice, 
the banner with this strange device—‘Excelsior.” January 
has so far given more than a fair share of snow and ice, but 
then this climate develops a hardy, virile race of people who 
refuse to be dismayed by 20 and 30 below zero temperatures. 

J-JOCKEY and curling games have merrily proceeded, 
youngsters have enjoyed skiing <1own the hillsor slither¬ 
ing a puck on a frozen puddle, householders have shoveled 
coal into furnaces and carried out pails of ashes and gener¬ 
ally speaking, everyone has been busy doing something. It 
will be a welcome relief for a let-up in this unusually stormy 
month. 

PROVINCIAL politics continue to draw the spotlight of 
public interest, with rumorsof Communists allying them 1 
selves with Social Creditors, and Pat Lenihan telling the 
denizens of this area why they should join hands with the 
Aberhartists, though the premier attempts to refute the im¬ 
pression that his party is in collusion with the ultra-radicals 
and there is no left wing in the legislature. Insurance 
companies continue to rouse his ire; with a shot at the newly 
organized People’s Party, which last week announced its 
provincial executive pro-tern. There is no lack of interesting 
topics to occupy the minds of young and old. 

pRESH from a trip to the British Dominions and other 
countries, Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett j leader of the Op¬ 
position in the Federal parliament, returns to Ca-nada more 
proud than ever of the Commonwealth of Nations and of 
Canada. Regardless of one’s political color, admiration is 
generally expressed for his indefatigable energy in gaining 
additional knowledge and new experiences. He has ample 
wealth to enable him to travel, and he spends it with a view 
to giving Canada the benefit of his experience in government 
of the country in its broadest sense. 

piFE INSURANCE is the only way in which thousands 
of people are able to create an estate so they will not 
have their relatives passing the hat to bury them, or provide 
for a small income when working days are o’er. Were it 
not for this, relief funds would be needed to a very much 
larger extent than at present to care for those who come to 
the end of the trail without having saved anything. ’Tis 
hard to fathom why Premier Aberhart should denounce com¬ 
panies which encourage thrift, and help people tohelpthem¬ 
selves. British-Israelism which seme are so interested in 
also is critized by the premier, for he stated that the Bible 
can be interpreted to mean just what you want it to, accord¬ 
ing to your particular view. He denies the right to others 
he so freely employs in his Biblical teachings. 

\^7ILLIAM Jennings Bryan, in the famous evolution trial 
in Tennessee some years ago, was asked by Clarence 
Harrow, advocate for the defence, iHre believed that every¬ 
thing in the Bible was true. Bryan replied id the affirmative. 
Then, said Darrow, if the Bible stated that Jonah swallowed 
the whale instead of the whale swallowing Jonah, would you 
believe it? Bryan replied that he believed in the bible, and 
despite Darrow pressing the point, Bryan would only admit 
that he implicitly believed the Bible was true. Darrow 
made so much of Bryan’s refusal to answer his direct quest¬ 
ion, that it proved Bryan’s downfall in the famous trial. The 
point is, so much can be made of Biblical history to suit the 
individual viewpoint, that whatever you believe you may 
comfort yourself with, but in trying to force your viewpoint 
on others, you are treading on treacherous ground. Your 
enemies may confound you with their knavish tricks, if you 
view it that way. 

STOCKTAKING being the order of the day, churches re 
view the past year. Locally it is not a cheerful picture. 
One such meeting reported in this paper reveals that more 
spending or purchasing power distributed throfjgh steadier 
employment has had a reverse effect on church revenue. 
Even the Calgary Prophetic Bible Institute reported a deficit 
of over $700 in 1936, which brought forth a fervent appeal 
during the Sunday broadcast to radio listeners to come to 
the rescue. On the other hand, Bishop Sherman’s appeal 
for $8,000 to make up for the loss caused to Diocesan funds 
by grossly unfair legislation cutting interest on investments 
in half, brought in over $10,000, which must be encourag¬ 
ing to the Bishop.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have audited 
the books and records of the Town of Coleman for the 
year ended 31st December, 1936, and besides completing 
the printed report form furnished by the Department 
of Municipal Affairs for Alberta, I have prepared the 
following Statements from the records of the Town for 
your information:— 

1. Cash Statement for year 1936. 

2. Revenue Statement for year 1936. 

3. Balance Sheet as at 31st December, 1936. 

The Cash Statement deals only with the actual cash 

received and paid out by the Town during the year re¬ 
gardless of what these transactions related to. The 
Revenue Statement shows only the receipts and expenses 
applicable to the year 1936 regardless of whether such 
receipts actually reached the Town Office before 31st 
December, 1936, or whether such expenses were actually 
paid out before 31st December, 1936. This Statement 
shows that, after making the usual allowances for 
Depreciation of the various Physical Assets of the Town, 
the 1936 business of the Town produced a Surplus of 
$1,382.52. You will note, however, that in addition to the 
ordinary Operating Expenses for the year there was 
an additional sum of $2,423.34 expended for Capital 
Expenditures on account of new street paving and 
improvements. 

You will note that the Town actually collected the 


sum of $15,108.98 on account of Town tax during the 
year, which was only $462.32 less than the 1936 Town 
Tax Levy. Similarly the Levy for Provincial Tax was 
$760.00, of which sum there was $668.30 actually col¬ 
lected. Further, you will see that although the total 
cash collected during 1936 was actually $989.45 less than 
in 1935, yet in 1936 there was a reduction of $4,508.23 
effected in the cash expenditures, as compared with 1936, 
in spite of the fact that in 1936 it was necessary to 
spend $516.08 more for Police work, and $236.90 more in 
connection with the Fire department, than in 1985. 

While the Town now has the sum of $52,709.88 
invested in Capital Fixed Assets, the attached Balance 
Sheet records that there is now the very substantial 
Depreciation Reserve of $39,298.69 charged in the 
accounts against these Physical Assets, or approximately 
75% of their cost value. Inasmuch as some $12,936.13 
of these Physical Assets are less than two years old, this 
is a very satisfactory position, particularly as the Town 
has no other liabilities that cannot be paid off in cash 
when due. 

I beg to report that I visited your office four times 
during the past year and that on each occasion I found 
the work up to date, the records in balance and the cash 
properly accounted for and deposited in the Bank. 

Subject to the foregoing, I certify that, in my 
opinion, the attached Balance Sheet is properly drawn 
up to disclose a true and correct view of the affairs of 
the Town of Coleman as at 31st December, 1936, accord¬ 
ing to the best of my information, the explanations 
given to me and as shown by the books of the Town of 
Coleman, Alberta.

’or Gold In 
eckcd In 1780 

In quest of millions in sunken gold, 
Simon Lake, 70-year-old submarine ] 
Inventor, trickled half a dozen rusty 
coins through his fingers and brood-] 
ed wryly on the "profits” of treasure¬ 
hunting. 

“Nickels,” he murmured, “nickels, 
and dimes and junk!” That’s all he 
has to show, so far, on his three-year 
search for the wreck of the British 
frigate Hussar, lying 12 fathoms deep 
in the swirling currents of New 
York s East river, where the ship 
sank in 1780. 

In cold cash, Lake has retrieved] 
$3.87—disogrged by suction pumps] 
delving in the muddy river bed for 
the hulk of the treasure ship. Lake 
is mystified about the coins. They’] 
not old English coins from the Hus¬ 
sar’s treasure trove. They’re just 
fairly modem American specie—the 
oldest being a 50-cent piece, dated 
1914. 

“The river bottom must be thick 
with them," he said, pointing out that 
the suction pump has operated only 
around a small sector. 

Under the heading of junk, Lake 
displayed a segment of false teeth, a 
cheap watch, a pair of brass knuckles, 
a stickpin and a pearl-handled jack¬ 
knife of dubious pearl. 

For more than half a century Lake ] 
watched a dozen or more expeditions 
try to locate the Hussar’s golden | 
cache. 

“I’m pretty sure I’ve located the] 
wreck,” he said, “but it is buried un¬ 
der mud and tar and it may be weeks 
before we strike the hulk itself.’

Foreign Exchange Savings 

Cost Of Settling Foreign Accounts] 

Of Post Office Department Cut 
In Half 

Cost of settling the foreign ac- J 
counts of Canada’s post office depart¬ 
ment were practically cut in half this 
last year through closer co-operation 
of the department with the Bank of 
Canada, it was learned. 

Transactions in foreign exchange, 
which amounted to more than $37,-] 
000,000 a year, have been one of the 
major problems of the financial 
branch during the last five years of 
vacillating exchange rates, with grey 
hairs resulting for more than one 
official. 

The result of these savings to the 
man on the street, though he hears 
little about it from the department, 
Is reduced cost on money orders to 
the United States, Britain and else¬ 
where, which, in the aggregate, 
reaches a substantial figure. Since 
orders are sold closer to the market] 
rate now, where there might have 
been a five-cent exchange charge on 
sterling before there is one of about 
two cents; where the margin charged 
on United States orders was around 
two cents, it is now half a cent or 
one cent. 


Relics Being Preserved 

Canada’s Flying History Is Being 
ShowiI In Museum Collection 

Relics of the earliest developments 
In Canadian aviation are now being 
preserved, the whole story of Can¬ 
ada's unique part in the progress of 
flying being told In a collection in 
process of assembly at the newly es¬ 
tablished aeronautical museum housed 
In the building of the National Re¬ 
search Council In Ottawa. 

Acquisition of the various exhibits 
has occupied Major General A. G. L. 
MacNaughton, chairman of the Na¬ 
tional Research Council, for some 
time. 

Most important is the engine of the 
'Silver Dart”, which made the first 
successful flight in the British Em¬ 
pire. This ’plane was built by the 
late Dr. Alexander Graham Bell at 
Baddeck, N.S., and flown in February, 
by J. A. C. McCurdy. Asso¬ 
ciated with McCurdy was F. W. 
“Casey” Baldwin, pioneer aviator, 
yachtsman and member of the Nova 
Scotia legislature. 

First flight by the "Silver Dart’’ 
was half a mile, on February 23, 
1909. Next day, at 30 feet, 4V 2 miles 
was covered over the Bras D’or 
Lakes, while on March 10 all previous 
records were shattered when the "Sil¬ 
ver Dart” flew 20 miles. 

Five months later the machine was 
cracked up landing at Petawawa 
camp when Baldwin was demonstrat¬ 
ing it to military authorities. 

Other exhibits in the new national 
museum include the model prope’lors 
carved by Dr. Graham Bell while 
studying aerial methods of propul¬ 
sion. 

The war-time “crate” flown by the 
late Col. W. A. Barker, V.C., one of 
the Canadian aces of the Royal Fly¬ 
ing Corps, is in the collection. The 
wings and fuselage are riddled with 
bullet holes, all of which have been 
carefully patched, but which are 
nevertheless noticeable.

Laboratory Is Cultivating Ladybugs 
To Eat Other Bugs

Involved Much Work 

English Sculptor Found Lion A Very 
Restless Model 

It Is likely that Sir William Reid 
Dick will be the sculptor, and Sir 
Giles Gilbert Scott the architect, of 
the memorial statue of King George 
to be erected facing the House of 
Parliament. 

Sir William, a cheerful Scot of 57, 
has the advantage that he made a 
portrait bust, commissioned by King 
George himself, only three years ago. 

One of his best-known works is the 
gigantic stone lion on the Menin Gate 
Memorial at Ypres. It Involved far 
more work than any human portrait, 
for Sir William found when he look¬ 
ed for models In the Zoo that the 
lion Is a particularly restless beast. 

A year younger than Sir William, 
Sir Giles Gilbert Scott has been 
famous much longer, for he was only 
22 when his design for Liverpool’s 
£1,500,000 cathedral was accepted. 

When the nave was finished he was 
passing through and a middle-aged 
woman spoke to him, not knowing 
that he was the architect. 

She rhapsodized about the beau¬ 
ties of the building, ending with, 
"And to think that it could have 
originated in the puny brain of an 
insignificant man!” 

Scott, duly put In his place, fled 
without a word. — London Daily 
Sketch. 

Record Is Unusual 

Lord Crewe Held Position Of Con¬ 
fidence Under Three Former 
Sovereigns
